as the moat perfect of the immortal nine.“ 

It was composed in 1808, the year after he had 
given up his love, the beautiful Countess Gulc- 
ciardi, and while his increasing deafness was 
telling like a funeral pall upon his life.

A distinguishing featare of the compositions
